Persons  requiriiig  addi¬ 
tional  time  in  which  to  respond  to  any 
advisory  opinion  requests  will  normally 
be  granted  such  time  upon  written  re¬ 
quest  to  the  Commission.  All  timely 
comments  received  by  the  Commission 
will  be  considered  before  the  Ctommis- 
sion  issues  an  advisory  opinion.  Com¬ 
ments  on  pending  requests  should  refer 
to  the  speciflc  AOR  number  of  the  re¬ 
quests  and  statutory  references  should 
be  to  the  United  States  Code  citations 
rather  than  to  the  Public  Law  citations.
